NEW PHONE SERVICE 

FOR CROWS NEST PASS AREA 


The old Alexander Graham 
Bell originals will soon be re¬ 
moved from homes in the Crows 
Nest Pass. Word has been re¬ 
ceived that Alberta Govern¬ 
ment Telephones plan to put 
in three new automatic ex¬ 
changes in the ’Pass which will 
serve all points in the vicinity as 
as far south as Burmis. 

Tenders were closed in Ed¬ 
monton recently for the con¬ 
struction of new telephone 
buildings in Coleman and Belle¬ 
vue, and an addition to the 
present building in Blairmore. 
No announcement has yet been 
made on the successful contrac¬ 
ting firm. 


It is expected that the Blair¬ 
more exchange will be a central 
office while those in Coleman 
and Bellevue will be completely 
automatic. 

Better Service 

The service will be much im¬ 
proved over the present system 
in the opinion of the Lethbridge 
plant superintendent. At pres¬ 
ent he said there is great diffi¬ 
culty taking care of the exces¬ 
sive telephone demand in the 
Crows Nest area. 

Details of the system have not 
yet been announced. It is under¬ 
stood, however, that the new 
service will benefit all the towns 
in the Crows Nest area. 


Dec. 31 Deadline 
Not Certain States 
Principal Hoyle 


In a statement to The Jour¬ 
nal on Tuesday morning Princi¬ 
pal David Hoyle revealed that 
parents of children of starting 
school age should register their 
children with him immediately 
if it is planned that they attend 
Central school. 

Children who will be six years 
of age on or before December 
31 are eligible to register. 

Last June in response to an 
advertisement inserted by the 
Board a number of parents re¬ 
gistered their children for the 
Fall term. Should those be all 
the registrations Principal Hoyle 
stated that he would be able to 
maintain the Dec. 31 deadline. 
However should some parents 
have failed to register children 
at that time and should stran¬ 
gers have come to settle in Cole¬ 
man then the picture might 
have changed and it is possible 
that the deadline may have to 
be brought forward to coincide 
with the accommodation avail¬ 
able. “Registration of the child¬ 
ren is no guarantee that they 
will automatically be accepted 
into classes. We will have to first 
determine how many children 
are starting school before we 
can definitely set an official 
deadline”, stated Principal 
Hoyle.

Don’t Ignore Appetite 

New evidence uncovered at the de¬ 
partment’s bee culture laboratory in 
Belteville, Md., indicates that this 
versatile insect is a source of treat¬ 
ment for tuberculosis, arthritis, boils 
and cuts. 

In test tube experiments, a sub¬ 
stance from diseased bees has killed 
tubercular bacilli. There are strong 
signs that honey can be applied to 
wounds and cuts to kill bacteria, and 
to speed healing. Bee ven,om lias 
helped some arthritis sufferers. 

The notion has got around that ap¬ 
petite may be the best guide to the 
kind of food you should eat for a 
good diet. Now, come findings which 
indicate otherwise. 

In experiments with rats, Dr. E. 
M. Scott of the University of Pitts¬ 
burgh discovered that the rodents, 
left to pick and choose among foods, 
failed to select those containing es¬ 
sential protein. Some of the rats, 
with nutritious food right under their 
noses, almost starved.

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New Flagsfaff Now 
On Tower Of London 
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LONDON.—The Tower of London’s 
new flagstaff, cut from a Douglas fir 
believed to be 389 years old, was 
brought into service recently, when 
it took the place of the staff which 
had stood on the White Tower from 
1890 till 1945. 

The new flagstaff is a gift from 
British Columbia. When cut the 
tree was 158 feet long. The finished 
and white-painted flagstaff measures 
85 feet, about 10 feet of which is 
embedded in the roof.

SHEEP FEEDING RACK 


Edible Oil Fields 




““ ling when feeding sheep can be 
easily avoided by using a well de¬ 
signed feeding rack. The accom¬ 
panying drawing describes a sheep 
feeding rack <jf the portable type 
which provides a rack for hay and 
trough for grain. It may be, built 
any convenient length, but units 12 
to 16 feet long are most satisfactory. 

Since the bottom' of the hay rack 
is raised 15 inches off the floor there 
is little danger of hay droppings 
getting into the wool of the animals. 
This design also makes it unneces¬ 


sary for the sheep to get their heads 
through the spaces between the slats 
of the rack, instead the tendency is 
for the animals to pull the hay from 
the rack. 

The legs are made of 2x4 inch 
scantlings as are also the cross mem¬ 
bers supporting the troughs and hay 
rack. The bottom of the rack is 
supported on two pieces of 2 by 6 
inch plank, which, in turn, rest on 
the cross members. If good material 
is used and all joints are well nailed 
this will make a strong rack which 
will give good service for a long 
time.

CASSEROLE OF RICE AND MEAT 

2 cups chopped, cooked meat 
1 teaspoon salt 
Vi teaspoon pepper 
Vi teaspoon onion juice 
1 tablespoon chopped parsley 
1 egg 

Vi cup fine bread crumbs 
4 cups cooked rice 
Season the meat, mix with crumbs 
and beaten egg, and add meat stock 
to make mixture pack easily. Line 
a greased mold, or baking pan, with 
2 or 3 cups rice. Pack rice well 
and fill with meat, cover with the 
remainder of the rice, cover tightly 
and steam or bake about 45 minutes. 
Remove from mold. Serve with to¬ 
mato sauce. 

DUTCH APPLE PUDDING 

Four ounces flour 

1 teaspoonful baking powder 

2 ounces margarine 

Half an egg (fresh or dried) 

4 apples 
Sugar to taste 
y 2 teaspoonful salt 

Level teaspoonful ground cin¬ 
namon 

1 gill household milk 
Sieve flour, salt, sugar and baking 
powder into a basin, and rub in half 
the margarine. Beat egg, mix with 
milk, and add to the dry ingredients 
to make a soft dough. Spread this 
over a greased fireproof dish, so that 
is about Vi inch thick. 

Peel, core and cut apples into 
[^eighths. Press these into the dough, 
'sharp edges downwards. Put the 
rest of the margarine in tiny pieces 
on top of the apple. Mix together 
about 2 ounces sugar according to 
taste, with the ground cinnamon and 
sprinkle over the top of the apples. 
Then bake in a moderate oven for 
about 30 minutes, or till the apples 
are tender. Serve with hot custard.

EDMONTON. — Edmonton’s park¬ 
ing meters were collecting before 
they were officially in service. Be¬ 
fore use of the meters was enforced, 
curious citizens plugged coins into 
the machines as they were installed, 
just to see how they worked. 

WINNIPEG. — Construction of a 
wing for laboratory purposes, to the 
University of Manitoba’s engineering 
buildings has begun on the Fort 
Garry campus. The 100x70 foot 
building will cost $69,000. 

REGINA.—Shot nearly 1,000 miles 
from its Rocky Mountain habitat, a 
seven-foot, 200-pound cougar now is 
stuffed and mounted in the Regina 
normal school building. The animal 
was killed at Carrot River, Sask., 
March 20. 

EDMONTON. — Edmonton, aiming 
at $35,000, has collected $24,000 to¬ 
wards its British Columbia Emer¬ 
gency Food Fund. 

SASKATOON. — Fur farmers in 
Saskatchewan are finding that fox 
farming no longer pays and nearly 
all of them are specializing in mink.

Canada And 
U.S. To Share 
Military Data 


WASHINGTON—James Forrestal, 
defence secretary, disclosed that the 
United States and Canada have 
agreed informally to exchange mili¬ 
tary information on a "broad general 
basis”. 

Forrestal recently returned from 
Ottawa where he conferred with 
Hon. Brooke Claxton, Canada’s min¬ 
ister of national defence. 

He did not specify what types of 
military information would be ex¬ 
changed. But his aides indicated 
that data on potential war produc¬ 
tion would get a top priority. 

They said officials of both coun¬ 
tries are discussing methods of allo¬ 
cating specific industrial tasks to 
each nation in the event of war. The 
purpose of this would be to prevent 
unwarranted surpluses of some ma¬ 
terials and unnecessary shortages of 
others. 

Forrestal said it is “too early” to 
say whether the informal U.S.-Can- 
adian agreement will lead to a form¬ 
al pact. 

Discussions on a U.S.-Canadian 
war plan are continuing through the 
United States-Canadian joint defence 
board. 

Forrestal’s aides said that U.S.- 
Canadian conferees will discuss plans 
for standardizing the calibers of 
rifles and artillery weapons of the 
two armies. At present, they have 
different calibers. American bullets 
do not fit Canadian weapons, and 
vice versa. 

Defence officials said they were im¬ 
pressed by the “friendly, co-opera¬ 
tive attitude” of the Canadians in 
the preliminary conferences. Among 
the subjects discussed, they said, was 
the status of U.S. air bases on New¬ 
foundland, now held under a 99-year 
lease.

New Federal 
Labor Code Is 
Now Effective 

OTTAWA. —The Canada Gazette 
carried official notice that the fed¬ 
eral labor code, passed at the last 
'on of parliament, became effec¬ 
tive Sept. 1. 

The code, revising machinery for 
handling disputes in industry under 
dominion jurisdiction, will control 
labor relations in such industries as 
railways, communications, shipping 
and other interprovincial activities. 

The code will be administered by a 
10-man Canada labor relations board, 
headed by Mr. Justice G. B. O’Con¬ 
nor of the Alberta supreme court. 

Besides setting up machinery for 
handling disputes in federally-con¬ 
trolled industry, the code also makes 
provision for transferring industries 
from provincial to federal jurisdic¬ 
tion where the provinces signify they 
want this done.
